Matters of General Interest. 


CLOSING CRACKS IN STOVESS 
It may be convenient to know a reacy 
method of closing up 
not uncommon in cast-iron stoves; and 
we are assured that the foll owing recipe 
isa reliable one:—Good wood ashes are 
to be sifted through a fine sieve, to which 


cracks, which are 


{is added the same quantity of clay, finely | 


pulverized, together with salt. The mix- 
ture is to be moistened with water enough 
to make a paste, and the crack of the stove 

filled with it. This cement does not peel 

off or break away, and assumes an extreme 

degree of hardness after being heated. | 
The stove must be cool when the applica- | 
tion Is made, The same substance may be | 
used in setting in the plates of a stove, or | 
in fitting stove pipes, serving to render all 

the joints perfectly tight. 

DEPTH OF THE ATLANTIC. 


The deep soundings made in connection 
with the laying of submarine cables show 
the average depth of the Atlantic Ocean to 
be 12,000 feet. This ocean cable begins | 
about 150 miles from the Irish coast, from | 
which the descent to deep water is very | 
rapid, reaching 10,000 feet in 60 miles,and 
making the declivity greater than that of 
the Italian Alps.

ENGLAND'S COAL 8UPPLY.

coal more expensive there. The coal flelds 
of the U. 8. occupy about 200,000 equare 
mili These contain it is estimated, 3, 
600,000,000,000 tons of coal. Lowell daily 
operates 10,000 horse powers by the aid of 
coal. Suppose two and a half trillion has 
to be reserved for fuel, the remaining tril- 
lion tons would furnish for 1,000 
Lowells for more than 10,000 years.

There is not much change to note respect~ | 
ing tho freshet, The water has fallen be- 
tween three and four inches, and as there is 
very little driftwood coming down,|t is hoped 
the worst is over.
